Vn. Claims 39-41, drawn to a kit comprising an antibody that binds Dkk-1; 
Vin. Claim 47, drawn to a monoclonal antibody preparation; 

IX. Claims 48-49, drawn to a method of evaluating a candidate phamiaceutical drag for 
obesity or hypoinsulinemia in a transgenic anima.1; and 

X. Claims 50-52, drawn to a transgenic animal.
